WHAT IS 


A FARM 


(By Bert Huffman) 
In this age of high pressure, high 


tension, high power, high speed 
and high living, an age seething 
with nervousness, smouldering with 
& nameless unrest, an insatiate 
yearning for something which we 
do not possess, it seems to behove 
an old-fashioned Canadian farmer 
to sit down quietly at his fireside 
and ask himself seriously, What is 
a Farm Today? And What is this 


Farm Problem which is Overshad- 
owing all Other Agrarian Ques- 
tions in North America? 

Reverting back to our true an- 
cestral type, let us say that a farm 
is primarily a home. It is a place 
where, in a large majority of in- 
stances, a young man and wife set- 
tle love 
found a jeimanent nest and begin 
to rear a family. Inspired by the 
instinct of love und self-preserva- 
tion, this young couple begin build- 
ing in happiness and eager am- 
bition, 

The rough work of founding a 
home becomes glorified in the light 
of love and in the inspiring thought 
that they are building for their 
children, So the new home-build- 
ers think and plan and dream and 
weave their thoughts and dreams 
into the physical properties of the 
home, a comfortable house, trees, 
gardens, good outbuildings, good 
land well tilled, good livestock, 
pleasant surroundings. For this is 
to be a permanent home for that 


den their new 


family. 
In this work of love and am- 
bition, the farm becomes a_ self- 


supporting enterprise, one of the 
millions of such enterprises in ag- 
To make this 
serious 


ricultural countries. 
farm self-supporting 
thought is given to the matter of 
income and expenditure. Crops, 
surplus stock, by-products are cre- 
ated and turned into cash to meet 
the inevitable outlays. And the 
wise and more thorough the young 
farmer, the greater is his excess 
of income over expenditure. His 
one aim, as a farmer, is to make 
his farm pay, and after this, other 
questions of life enter, But, first 
and foremost, he must absolutely 
insure an income above his expen- 
ditures, Otherwise certain bank- 
ruptcy is in store for him, 

So to build an impregnable wall 
about his business to keep out this 
ogre of bankruptcy, the old-fash- 
ioned farmer raised colts, calves, 
pigs, sheep, poultry on his farm. 
These grew into cash while he 
slept. And if crops were a failure, 
this crop of colts, calves, sheep and 
hogs, filled the financial breach, and 
this little enterprise, in spite of its 
setbacks, was still self-supporting. 

Week after week the cream cans 
rattled back and forth to market, 
and the cash followed their rat- 
tling. Month after month the 
porkers were hauled to town by 
team and wagon (not in a two 
thousand dollar truck as today) 
and these recurring wagon loads of 
fat hogs added greatly to the in- 
come of this little enterprise. 

Even when hogs were worth half 
what they are today, the old-fash- 
joned farmer fed them and mar- 
keted them and made money out of 
them. When cream was far lower 
in price than it is today, the old- 
fashioned farmer sold cream and 
was proud of its golden addition to 
his income, 

As the old-fashioned farmer im- 
proved and enlarged his farm, and 
as his children grew up to help, 
he became wealthy, absolutely in- 
dependent, with wheat far below a

A barbed wire enclosure is filled 
with gasoline drums in all stages 
of uselessness, two or three wrecks 
of tractors stand out ayvainst the 
wire fence, a monster truck whose 


jtires cost anywhere from fifty to 


ninety dollars each, is the chore 
If the boss is 
on the farm his costly car is stand- 
ing by, 

Out in the field the binder 
standing where it was abandoned 
last fall, and in another part of 
the field the seeders are standing 
in the weather where they were 
left last spring. No wagons are 
in sight, no horses in the pasture, 
no harness in the barn—the expen- 
sive truck burns up gasoline every 
time it turns a wheel, in some in- 
significant farm chore where horses 
used on the old-fashioned 


is 


were 
farm. 

From this mechanized farm, so- 
called, there is not one cent of in- 
come except the growing crop, be 
this good, bad or a total failure. 
And all the food brought to this 
farm is of the most expensive sort, 
none of it home grown, home pro- 
duced, 

Where the old-fashioned farmer 
sold cream and butter and potatoes 
and hogs and poultry and eggs to 
educate a family, this new farmer 
lives in town and borrows money 
from the bank, if he can do s0, 
with which to buy gasoline for his 
power farming implements. Where 
cheap oats and waste oat straw 
once supported his father’s fine 
string of work horses and dairy 
cows, this new farmer mortgages 
his land to the trust company for 
a loan to meet his mounting ex- 
penses and disappearing income. 

That is the beginning of the mod- 
ern Farm Problem, 

So I go back to the beginning of 
this article and ask myself. What 
is a Farm? 1s it a place where a 
family lives upon the actual pro- 
ducts of the land and where chil- 
dren are reared in health and san- 
ity and a social unit is maintained 
to add to the aggregate of the 
healthful life of the Dominion? 

Or is a farm one of thoes barbed 
wire, gasoline scrap heaps where 
half a dozen temporary farm hands 
live out of the grocery store and 
the owner of the farm drives his 
high powered car, insanely and 
recklessly, going from nowhere to 
nowhere, and all the time cursing 
the government, the banks and the 
country, because the land which 
once made his father wealthy and 
from which a family was educated, 
will no longer meet his wastrel ex- 
travagance or satisfy his morbid 
craving for excitement? 

I leave it to the readers of this 
brief defence of the old-fashioned 
farmer, which is the beter type of 
farmer for Canada? 

If we will stop in our speed

~ HOSPITAL 


(By Edna Kells) 


With the Grande Prairie country 
much in the public eye these days, 
it is interesting to note that an 
altruistic concern for the welfare 
of the settlers has developed with 
the country. ‘This has found ex- 
pression in the provision made for 
the care of the sick—the fine brick 
municipal hospital with accommo- 
dation for 45 patients, situated in 
Grande Prairie town, 

Even with the Northern Alberta 
railway serving the district, and a 
network of good roads spread over 
the country, the Grande Prairie 
people are in a sense isolated, Dis- 
tance and natural boundaries are 
responsible for this, and have 
caused the residents to give seri- 
ous thought to their own needs. 
The present hospital is not the 
first to serve the country. Away 
back in 1910, when the name 
“Grande Prairie’ suggested some 
place far distant and difficult to 
reach, the Rev. Mr. and Mrs. 
Forbes journeyed into the country 
with a caboose. They went at the 
behest of the Presbyterian church, 


and upon reaching Grande Prairie | 


town, then largely non-existent, 


of ministering to the spiritual 
needs of the people, while Mrs, 
Forbes busied herself with the 
physical. ‘The caboose was trans- 
formed into an emergency hospital 
—as well as a home. As soon as 
possible a small log cabin was built 
for hospital purposes, and a nurse 
secured to work with Mrs. Forbes. 
Years passed and it was found ne- 
cessary to build a larger hospital. 
Again the Women’s Home Mission- 
ary Society of the Presbyterian 
church undertook the task. This 
intermediate hospital, a large log 
building which served the com- 
munity until last winter, had pro- 
vision for maternity cases, and was 
a boon and a blessing to the pio- 
neer women. 

Time passed and more and more 
settlers thronged into the country, 
There were many families and 
many bachelors, The former ap- 
preciated the value of the hospital 
from the first. The latter did not 
consider it necessary until ill be- 
fell them. Then, safely tucked 
away in a snowy cot and ministered 


they would be in a sad fix in- 


deed. There are three bachelors in 
j;one community who learned their 
lesson of appreciation by experi- 
ence, One was operated on for ap- 
pendicits; another had his leg 
broken; the third had his hand 
blown off by stumping powder. All 
were in the hospital for more than 
a month, and all are now strong 
supporters of the hospital. 

The mission hospital had been 
taken over by the municipality, and 
the hospital board had to face the 
task of providing facilities which 
would keep up with the develop- 
ment of the country. The mem- 
bers realized: that some means 
which would insure hospital care 
for the people; equal to the best 
obtainable outside, must be devised. 
The doctors capable of handling the 
work were on the ground. So the 
hospital board conceived the idea 
of forming a large hospital dis- 
trict, equal to the task of 
building and maintaining an up-to- 
date hospital to serve the entire 


one 


district. This idea was put into 
effect, and the new municipal hos- 
pital was opened in February, 
1929 


The Grande Prairie hospital dis- 
trict is sixty miles square, and 


{Mr. Forbes entered upon the task! contains approximately one million 


acres of taxable land. The tax le- 
|vied averages two cents per acre, 
jthe rate varying according to the 
value of the land, thus falling easi- 
est on the new settler, $1.50 per 
day is the hospital rate for tax- 
payers, and the patients supple- 
{ment this with their sincere grati- 
tude, 

In order to give a fuller service 
to the scattered communities, the 
board contemplates building sub- 
hospitals at remote places, for the 
care of maternity and emergency 
eases, These would have from 8 
to 10 beds, and each would be in 
charge of an especially qualified 
graduate nurse. The establish- 
ment of an ambulance service is 
also contemplated, and the board is 
planning to build a nurses’ home 
next year, 

Eight graduate nurses compose 
the nursing staff, and five doctors 
practice in the district served by 
the hospital. Dr. O’Brien, a lead- 
ing surgeon, visited Montreal this 
summer and while there looked in- 
to the hospital situation. He states 
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PATTEMORES 
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that the equipment of the Grande 
Prairie hospital is as good as the 
best in the average eastern city 
hospital. The hospital is a good 
working plant, he says. 

Financially the Grande Prairie 
municipal hospital is still in the 
experimental stage, but of the out- 
come no one seems doubtful. With 
a good country and a satisfied 
people, its ultimate success is as- 
sured,

OTTAWA,.—Canadian and Aus- 
tralian interests have combined for 
the manufacture of a new type 
compact harvest-thresher machine 
which will retail at about $2,700 
in Australia, uccording to a re- 
port from Toronto, The deal will 
involve the formation of a new

500 hands, 

According to reports the ‘Aus- 
sie” combine is small and compact. 
It cuts a swath ahead of itself on 
| the principle of the push binder, 
but there is no reel. Across the 
front of the machine is a comb 
made up of stripper guards about 
a foot lone. Projecting in front of 
these are detachable lift-up fingers 
which may be used to straighten 
vrain which is down or bent. 

When the machine pushes into 
the crop it is then adinsted so that 
the stripper guards push in about 
two inches below the head, and be- 
low these guards is a sickle that 
nips the heads off. Twin rotating 
spirals then catch them and feed 
them to the centre of the machine 
where they enter the cylinder, 
Thus the grain enters the cylin- 
der with very little straw, 

The cylinder is of the bar type 
and is so constructed that five ad- 
justments «an be made from the 
driver's seat, The cylinder is also 
equipped with fans and the clean- 
ing of the grain starts right in the 
cylinder, The sieves are of the 
side-shake type and after being 
threshed the grain elevates to the 
tank. The tank is low and in order
